THE WEEK’S RACING 


MICHIGAN 
Hazel Park 2, Inglis 0 


Detroit. Racing commissioner James 
H. Inglis last week lost another round to 
the Hazel Park Racing Association when 
the Michigan Supreme Court ruled in the 
track’s favor for the second time in 3 years 
in cases involving racing dates. 

As a result. Hazel Park will race 3 days 
more than Inglis had intended this fall. 
The high court restored these dates to 
the track after the commissioner had 
taken them away to make room for a 
special charity meeting at the rival Detroit 
Race Course. 

Since the Michigan legislature this year 
abolished future charity racing in the 
state. the court’s ruling was not important 
from this standpoint. It was considered 
significant. however, in establishing pre- 
cedent for awarding racing dates for the 
regular season. 


After reading the court opinion, Inglis 
said. “This could have a far-reaching effect 
on the allocation of Michigan dates in 
the future. It could mean that both tracks 
will have equal dates at all times, regard- 
less of attendances, facilities, investment. 
and public acceptance of the caliber of 
racing. ... 

The Supreme Court vote of 6-2 against 
the commissioner was divided on political 
lines. All 6 Republicans on the bench up- 
held Hazel Park. while both Democrats 
favored Inglis, a Democratic appointee. 

The latest trouble between Inglis and 
Hazel Park developed last winter when 
1955 dates were awarded. When Inglis 
judged that-Hazel Park was cool to a 
proposal for charity racing, partly spon- 
sored by Michigan horsemen, he allotted 
6 charity days to the other Detroit track. 
Instead of granting equal dates to both 
tracks, gave 62 days to Detroit and 53 
to Hazel Park. 

Inglis justified this change in a detailed 
report that Hazel Park, a five-eighths-mile 
track, was inferior to the one-mile Detroit 
Race Course (The Blood-Horse of Febru- 
ary 26, page 608). He also explained 
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that horsemen preferred to race at the 
larger plant. 


The Majority Opinion 


The majority opinion was written by 
Justice Henry M. Butzel, and several of his 
comments follow: 


Plaintiff's plant (Hazel Park) was approved by 
the authorities when it began racing operations 
in 1949, and there has been improvement in_ it 
since that time. Defendant (Inglis) makes no claim 
that petitioner’s plant is unsatisfactory, but cites 


many facts to show that the plant of MRA 
(Michigan Racing Association, which operates 


Detroit) is superior. The track at MRA is one 
mile in length, while plaintiff's is five-eighths of a 
mile. The net depreciated valuation of MRA’s 
physical assets is almost twice that of plantiff’s. 
Defendant also emphasizes that MRA _ has more 
comfortable seats with wider aisles between them, 
pari-mutuel facilities which accommodate _ bettors 
more efficiently, and other minor advantages. We 
think, however. that this is best and adequately 
answered by the fact that attendance at petitioner’s 
track and the revenue from wagering, and con- 
sequently the amount that the state derives as its 
share, are both larger than at MRA. ... 

We do not believe that the commissioner may 
increase the number of charity days at the expense 
of plaintiff's season. While worthy causes no doubt 
receive substantial benefit from charity racing and 
the charity meets both advertise and add to the 
good will of a racing track, we must consider 
the investment which plaintiff has in its facilities 
and the expectation of gain which prompted persons 
to become its stockholders. It was shown that the 
3 additional days would bring in a large revenue 
to plaintiff and consequently to the state. To allow 
the commissioner to consider charity applications 
as paramount to those of the racing associations 
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organized for profit, would be to sanction a possible 
confiscation of property and investment. The 
powers of the commissioner cannot be construed to 
extend that far... . 


The Minority Opinion 


The minority opinon was written by 
Justice Talbot Smith, who found nothing 
arbitrary in Inglis’ decision to cut Hazel 
Park’s racing dates. “The legislature has 
left the number of racing days to his 
discretion. He exercised it and arrived 
at his decision,” the justice said. Whether 
the decision was wise or not was not be- 
fore the court. Following are parts of 
Justice Smith’s opinion: 

.... It is not clear to me, on this record, that 
petitioner wanted any charity racing at its plant 
whatsoever, save on its own terms... . 

If we conclude, as I do, that the commissioner’s 
decision not to expand the racing season past the 
time allotted in previous years and to bring it to 
a close on October 5 was within his reasonable 
discretion, it would follow that he was justified in 
rejecting the request submitted, not only on the 
ground of its tardy submission but also, as he put 
it, for the reason that “there are practical limits 
to the length of the Michigan racing season. . . - 

The commissioner’s criterion in the 
performance of his statutory duty is not equality to 
all applicants but the public welfare. Had the 
legislature wished equal racing days for all, it 
would have been easy to have so said. It did not

CALIFORNIA 


Scarifier on the Bench 


Bay Meadows and the California division 
of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Proteec- 
tive Association patched up their differ- 
ences this week, and the track’s 42-day 
fall meeting opened on September 12 as 
scheduled. 

For a month management and the of- 
ficers of the HBPA had argued violently 
about the use of the Scarifier, a track- 
conditioning machine used during the 
recent Del Mar meeting (The Blood- 
Horse of August 27. page 548, and Septem- 
ber 3. page 583) and demanded by horse- 
men for the Bay Meadows meeting. 

A treaty arranged by Joe Cohen, Bay 
Meadows vice president, and George Ring 
and John Beverly, HBPA officials, called 
for a 6-day trial period. If horsemen are 
not pleased with the condition of the 
running strip after one week, the track 
again would discuss the possibility of using 
the Scarifier. 

One day before the agreement was 
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Saratoca, SAM Boutmetis Up. 


reached Cohen had told newsmen. “It’s 
my belief that they (Ring and Beverly) 
are trying to force this thing on us to make 
it popular. Then maybe they could get it 
in all the northern California tracks. They 
admitted that MacDonald (Donald Mac- 
Donald, the Scarifier inventor) didn’t own 
the device any more, but they wouldn’t 
tell me who did. 

“They asked me if the track would pay 
one-half of the rental if the horsemen paid 
the other half. I told them that Kyne 
had said, ‘Not $1 in rental—even for the 
entire meeting.” 

“They couldn't get within 100 feet of 
Charles Strub at Santa Anita. But be- 
cause Kyne’s door is always open. he’s the 
one they always give trouble to. Every 
meet something comes up. It doesn’t 
happen at other tracks.” 


NEW YORK 


Saratoga's Fracture 


Saratoga, one of 1955’s best 3-year-old 
colts. fractured a sesamoid bone in his 
right hind leg during the running of the 
Discovery Handicap at Aqueduct on 
September 10. 

Carrying top weight of 129 pounds. 
Saratoga was running fourth at the half- 
mile pole when he suddenly dropped out 
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of contention. The colt continued to run 
until he reached the stretch, where jockey 
Nick Shuk pulled him up. 

The next day X-rays were taken and 
trainer Frank Bonsal reported that the 
fracture was not as serious as first feared. 
The colt was able to walk without apparent 
pain on September 12. and Bonsal said 
there was no doubt that he could be saved 
for breeding. Only a long rest would 
determine whether he could be returned 
to training. Bonsal said. 

Bred and owned by Mrs. Marion du 
Pont Scott's Montpelier Farm, Saratoga 
had won 4 stakes this year and had 
finished second in 4 others before his 
injury. He won the Chesapeake. Leonard 
Richards. and Choice Stakes and the 
Saranac Handicap and finished second in 
the Flamingo, Jersey. Preakness. and 
Dwyer Stakes. In 2 years he won 10 of 
24 starts and earned $202.725. 


Agreement from Aqueduct 


Stockholders of the Brooklyn Jockey 
Club (Aqueduct) last week voted to accept 
an offer of the Greater New York Associa- 
tion for the corporation’s stock. Stock- 
holders of 31.800 of the 50.000 outstanding 
shares agreed to accept $183 a share. The 
agreement is binding upon the minority. 


Aqueduct was the last obstacle in the 


path of the co-operative, non-profit associa- 
tion, since the stockholders of Belmont 
Park. Jamaica. and Saratoga already had 
voted to sell. 

Approval by the New York State Racing 
Commission is expected within the month. 


ILLINOIS 


The Switch to Hawthorne 


Cuicaco. The week of September 5 
brought a switch in the Chicago racing 
scene from Washington Park to Haw- 
thorne Park. the West Side track which 
the fabulous Ed Corrigan built in’ Stick- 
ney 65 years ago. Corrigan, one of the 
most colorful) characters the American 
Turf has known, opened Hawthorne in 
the spring of 1891. owned it until 1909. 
when it passed to the late Thomas Carey. 
whose estate still owns and operates the 
track, 

Jet Action’s victory in the $100.000- 
added Washington Park Handicap on 
Labor Day. followed by Dania’s win the 
next day in  Hawthorne’s Inaugural 
Handicap. kept interest in Chicago racing 
at a high pitch. The $10,000 Inauguial. a 
non-stakes affair. was the fifth consecu- 


tive win for Dania. 


Climax to Climax 


Readers of this report may recall that 
the 4-year-old Sir Tribal was mentioned 
here on September 2 as a former selling 
plater which had shown remarkable im- 
provement in recent weeks. Well, the 
angular gray gelding has done it again. 
His career, which has had one climax 
after another, reached a new peak on 
September 10 when he beat 12 stakes 
horses in the $25.000 Chicago Handicap 
at one mile on Hawthorne’s grass course. 

Sir Tribal (*Tribal Il—Nigella, by Sir 
Andrew). bred in Oklahoma by V. F. 
Crowder. was unplaced in his only start 
at 2. He won his first start at 3 at Fort 
Miami. Ohio. and could have been claimed 
for $1.000. After showing some im- 
provement he was sent to Denver, where 
he won the $5.000 Centennial Derby. by 
far his most important of 4 victories last 
year. 

After several unsuccessful starts this 
year Sir Tribal was purchased at Oak- 
lawn Park by trainer Steve Ippolito for 
the account of Charles Fritz, of Chicago. 
whose principal business is trucking. The 
purchase price was reported as $900. 
After 2 earlier wins and 2 attempts at 
stakes. Sir Tribal won 4 consecutive 
races—one at Arlington, 3 at Washington 
Park. In 3 of these races he carried 
claiming tags of $12,500, $15,000, and 
$20.000. 


The gelding then was sent to Randall 
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Park for the Buckeye Handicap. in which 
lie finished sixth, and then was returned 
te Hawthorne. When Tony Skoronski. 
who rode Sir Tribal in all his 
races in Chicago, suffered minor injuries 
in a fall. Ippolito gave the riding assign- 
ment for the Chicago Handicap to Steve 
Brooks. 


earlier 


Tony or Steve. it was all the 
same to the lanky Sir Tribal. He came 
from far back. went around the field on 
the outside. got to the front in the final 
sixteenth. and won by a length from 
Hasty House Farm’s 3-year-old Irish-bred 
*Summer Solstice. 


Warless. third in the Chicago Handi- 
cap. had established a American 
grass track record of 1:23°5 for 7 fur- 
longs 2 days earlier. Bettors had over- 
looked the fact that Warless (*Heliopolis 
~-Flawless Pearl) had become a sort of 
grass specialist and let him go off as the 
third choice ($4.20 to $1) in his record 
race. and he won by 4 lengths. The 5- 
year-old gelding. held at 5 to 1 this time. 
made the pace in the Chicago Handicap. 
but could not withstand Sir Tribal and 
*Summer Solstice and was beaten by 2 
lengths.

Two horses which might have caused 
considerable trouble in’ the Chicago 
Handicap were withdrawn as a result of 
the sudden death of their trainer. How- 
ard (Babe) Wells. These were Dr. Eslie 
Asbury’s good 3-year-old filly Insouciant 
and Walmac Farm’s Hasseyampa. 

Hawthorne's) main track. resurfaced 
this year. has an excellent. uniform. but 
rather deep. cushion, which horsemen 
seem to like. This—or maybe something 
else—seems to have fooled a majority 
of the bettors. since only 7 favorites won 
in the first 42 races. However. if such 
oversights and overlays as that of War- 
less are considered, the bettors simply 
are making some false favorites. 


Death of *Olympic 


Tragedy marked the fourth day of the 
meeting when the 6-year-old English-bred 
stallion *Olympic (Big Game—Fortune- 
dale) fell with a compound fracture of 
the right fore leg and had to be destroyed 
on the backstretch by the track veterinar- 
ian, Dr. Paul Meginnis. *Olympic, owned 
by Fred W. Hooper. of Alabama. had 
become a sulker and an increasing prob- 
lem for his ‘trainer, Ivan Parke, but the 
chestnut stallion did have a touch of class, 
as he demonstrated when he won _ the 
Trenton and Grey Lag Handicaps as a 
4-year-old. After *Olympic went down. 
while racing in the clear, Hasty House 
Farm’s *Oriental Spring. 4-year-old colt 
by Jai Hind—Februa, went on to win the 
11,4-mile Berwyn Purse. *Olympic’s rider. 
apprentice John Sellers, was uninjured. 
He rode the winner of the next race, 
Hoopdedon’t. 
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OBITUARY 


Howard (Babe) Wells 


Howard (Babe) Wells. 52-year-old Ken- 
tucky trainer and breeder. died Friday 
night. September 9. in the club house at 
Hawthorne race track. where he had gone 
to attend a meeting of the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association. The 
meeting. called to nominate officers, had 
just begun when Mr. Wells slumped in 
his chair and died. 

Babe Wells had spent nearly all his 
life with Thoroughbred horses. A nephew 
of Howard Oots. who died only last March. 
Mr. Wells joined his unele at the race 
track shortly after being graduated from 
the University of Kentucky in 1924. Four 
years later he took out a license and began 
gathering horses to train. 


Howarp (Base) WELLS 


Among the best horses conditioned by 
him were his own Equifox, twice winner 
of the Equipoise Mile, and 2 horses of 
Walmac Farm, Billings. one of the best 
3-year-olds of 1948 when he won most of 
his $124,150, and Volcanic. winner of 18 
races and $212.550 through 1952. Equifox. 
bred by Wells. was said to have been his 
favorite. Other stakes winners he bred 
were Riverland, Black Swan. Eagle River, 
Mimi Mine. and King. He was noted for 
taciturnity, good judgment of class, and 
independence—he wasted little time in 
“training owners.” 


Mr. Wells was the owner of 2 farms near 
Lexington, both of which once had been 
owned by Howard Oots: the 470-acre 
Fayette Farm and the 130-acre Fort 
Springs Farm. On the Fayette Farm were 
kept his own broodmares and those of 
clients; the other farm was used mostly 
for yearlings and horses in training. 
Among his clients were Dr. Eslie Asbury, 


Walmac Farm (R. W. Mellvain), C. L. 


Bullock. Dr. George Knapp. Roy F. Norris, 
and E. M. Fishback. 

Survivors include his wife. Mrs. Edith 
Williams Wells. and a son. Howard Lee 
Wells. both of Lexington. 


Dion K. Kerr Sr. 


Dion K. Kerr Sr.. 72-year-old Virginia 
horseman. died on August 26 at his home 
near Washington. D. C. He had been ill 
for several months. 

Son of a Washington surgeon. Mr. Kerr 
was a gentleman steeplechase rider in his 
youth. Later he trained Thoroughbred 
jumpers and runners for D, C. Sands. John 
Hay Whitney. Mrs. James Curtis. George 
Garrett. and John A. Manfuso. Probably 
the best horse he handled was Aneroid, 
one of the top handicap horses of the 
1930°s. 

Survivors include 2 sons. Dion K. Kerr 
Jr... a Thoroughbred breeder. owner, and 
trainer, and Hugh A. Kerr: and 2 brothers,

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THE QUARTER HORSE 


14:2 and 1,200 Pounds 


In the fifth race at Del Mar on the 
afternoon of August 29 a filly named 
Pearl led a field of 3-year-old selling 


platers into the stretch. holding a narrow 
margin as she scampered past the eighth- 
pole. In the last sixteenth she left the 
others well behind and drew out to win 
by a comfortable margin. “B. f., 3. Pig- 
gin String—Sea Treasure.” the program 
described the winner. which carried the 
colors of Mr. and Mrs. C. C. Wollard. 

I walked to the paddock to speak to 
Clancy Wollard. who was just sending 
another winner on the track. and a little 
later encountered J. Rukin Jelks. of Tuc- 
son, whom I had first met at Keeneland 
in 1943 when he bought Piggin String 
out of a consignment of yearlings from 
Mereworth Farm. In the meantime the 
son of Ariel had gained distinction as a 
short runner and as a sire of good Quar- 
ter Horses. 

“Never expected to see anything by 
Piggin String run away from a field in 
the last eighth of a six-furlong race.” I 
said. 

“Oh, that little filly.” said Jelks. “She 
wasn't good enough for short racing. so 
they put her in against the Thorough- 
breds.” 

This was interpreted at first as a gen- 
tle “rib.” but perhaps it wasn’t. Rukin 
Jelks was only casually illustrating a re- 
lationship which existed between 
“short” and “long” horses since pre-Re- 
volutionary times—and_ between short- 
running and Thoroughbred horsemen. 
Jelks himself was using the Quarter 
Horse as a model when he made 
his first and only purchase for Thorough- 
bred racing—the extraordinary filly Miss 
Todd, which probably is good enough for 
quarter racing. but too good for it. 

The Quarter Horse rarely races at dis- 
tances of more than a quarter-mile; the 
Thoroughbred is not very valuable unless 
he can run well at distances at least 3 
times as long. The Quarter Horse type 
is so different from that of the best dis- 
tance runners that the 2 breeds do not 
even appear to be cousins. but the fact 
is that the Quarter Horse is. and always 
has been. mostly Thoroughbred in deriva- 
tion. The short horse has muitiple uses. 
most of them, aside from racing. associat- 
ed with the handling of cattle on the 
western ranges, and the breed is special- 
ized for these uses. 


The Short Runners 


An opportunity for a closer acquaint- 
ance with the Quarter Horse was afford- 
ed by an invitation from the American 
Quarter Horse Association to visit Denver 
over the Labor Day week-end. and the 
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timing fit in nicely with the termination 
of my first extensive tour of California 
Thoroughbred breeding centers in several 
years. At Centennial Park. where 2 short 
races usually are added to the regular 8 
or 9 races a day. I saw the Rocky Moun- 
tain Quarter Horse Association Futurity 
at 330 yards. on Saturday and the equiva- 
lent Derby. at 440 yards. on Monday. 

A head apart at the finish of the Fu- 
turity were 2 sons of the Thoroughbred 
Three Bars (Percentage—Myrtle Dee. by 
Luke McLuke). one of the top sires of 
short horses. both out of good Quarter 
Horse mares. The winner. Bob’s Folly. 
bred in Oklahoma by his trainer. Walter 
Merrick. and sold as a suckling to Dr. 
Robert T. LeNeve. is unbeaten in 8 starts. 
and a week before the Futurity had gone 
outside his age group to defeat Ridge 
Butler at the Derby distance of 440 yards. 

Winner of the Derby was Ridge Butler. 
a 3-year-old colt by the Thoroughbred 
Top Deck (Equestrian—River Boat. by 
Chicaro) out of the Quarter mare Garcia 
Flicka. Bred by Cliff Butler. of Eagle 
Pass. Texas. and leased to Lester Good- 
son, a Houston Pontiac dealer whe is 
president of the American Quarter Horse 
Association. Ridge Butler previously had 
won the $20.000 Pacific Coast Derby at 
Frank Vessels’ Los Alamitos meeting. 

Second. beaten a head in both the Fu- 
turity and Derby. were half-sibs owned 
by Q. G. Demmit and trained by Roy 
Love. The 2-year-old Jayhawker Bar is 
by Three Bars out of Miss Reed McCue. 
His 3-year-old half-sister Arrive. which 
was second in the Derby. is by the Thor- 


cughbred Arrive, son of Ariel. Since 
short racing involves more fun than 
money. the losing stable, instead of be- 
moaning its 2 narrow losses in the local 
classics. broke out a case of beer to cele- 
brate its near-victories. 

In general. the short horse which shows 
up on the race course appears to repre- 
sent a type intermediate between the 
Thoroughbred and the multiple-purpose 
Quarter Horse employed in roping, cut- 
ting and rodeo competition. He is leggier 
and lighter than the “using” horse, but 
squat and powerful in comparison with 
most Thoroughbreds. It is the good cow 
horse which, in the main, sets the stand- 
aids for judging Quarter Horse shows. A 
pre-Derby trip to the paddock with some 
of the local experts on conformation 
brought the verdict that there wasn’t a 
single damn show horse in the lot. 


Conformation Standards 


The Quarter Horse is a rather unmis- 
takable type. but. as with other breeds. 
different judges will have different stand- 
ards. varying within a comparatively nar- 
row range. Since there was insufficient 
time to hear a debate. I asked Jack Case- 
ment. a man of supposed orthodoxy, son 
of the late Dan Casement. to describe a 
good “using” Quarter Horse for me—the 
kind he would give first place in a halter 
show. “Never mind the points which are 
common to horses in general.” I said. 
“Just. give me the best Quarter Horse. 
as judged on the basis of his probable 
usefulness outside of racing.” From Jack 
Casement’s remarks I got the following 
description. 

The cannons shorter. 
flatter than in the Thoroughbred.

weaknesses of the straight-bred Quarter 
Horse.” ) 

From a rear view. the Quarter Horse 
is “full-skirted.” that is. wide through 
the hips. still wider through the. stifle. 
If the width at the thigh is no greater 
than the width at the top. the horse is 
“box-hipped”: that’s bad. There is not 
only a heavy muscle visible outside the 
gaskin, but also a slight bulge on the 
inside. tying smoothly into the hock. 

Seen from the side, the hindquarters 
show a wide gaskin, great length from 
loins to buttocks and from hip to hock. 
A steep croup is preferred, up to a 45- 
degree angle. The back is short. the with- 
ers well back, and the depth at the heart 
is extreme. 

The length of the muscle in the fore- 
arm is more important than the great 
bulge which first takes the eye of the 
inexpert. (If there is too much bulge. 
the horse is likely to be muscle-bound. ) 
The neck is “looked at in a_ negative 
way’: it may be too short and_ heavy. 
but it’s “never too light.” The head 
should be shorter than the Thorough- 
bred’s, with short ears set far apart, wide 
jaws, and shallow mouth—‘“and you don’t 
want a Quarter Horse with a muzzle so 
small that he can drink out of a bottle.” 
(Casement didn’t mention it, perhaps be- 
cause it was taken for granted. but most 
of the cow horses I saw had such heads 
that a full hand, thumb and all, would 
lie flat between the jaws.) 

The front view shows the powerful 
muscles tapering from the knees up. 
angling into an inverted V at the chest. 
These muscles. like those in the rear, are 
much concerned in sidewise movements. 

A good Quarter Horse standing 14:2 is 
preferred to one a hand taller, and a 
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14:2. stallion in show condition may 
weigh 1,200 pounds and girth from 75 to 
80 inches at the saddle. A mare of the 
same height would weigh only about 50 
pounds less. (Milo Burlingame once said 
that Peter McCue weighed 1,430 pounds 
in racing condition. ) 

The extremely heavy musculature of 
the Quarter Horse sometimes may be his 
undoing in racing or other competition. 
This may be the reason that short racing 
produces far more mares which can out- 
run the fastest males than is the case 
with Thoroughbreds. The mares are not 
quite so likely to develop so much muscle 
that it slows them up. 


Registration and Merit 


The Quarter Horse registry is com- 
paratively new. The early stud books, 
trying to recapitulate a long and some- 
times dusty past, entered such antecedents 
as Peter McCue. which had one pedigree 
as a Thoroughbred and another as a 
Quarter Horse. (That one isn’t settled 
yet.) More recent policy is to bar regis- 
tered Thoroughbreds from the QH_ book 
and to allow registration of their progeny 
only on the basis of performance—in 
roping, cutting, reining, or racing. 

If both parents already are in the per- 
manent registry. the offspring is eligible 
for the permanent registry. But a colt 
by a Thoroughbred out of a registered 
Quarter mare has a long way to go before 
he is permanently registered. He must 
prove his racing class at short distances. 
must pass inspection as to type, and must 
sire at least 12 horses acceptable by 
AQHA standards. Then his foals. from 
registered mares. are eligible for perma- 
nent registry. Qualification for the Reg- 


ister of Merit. which is prerequisite to 
permanent registration, may be obtained 
through excellence as a cow horse as well 
as in racing. The qualifying require- 
ments are about to be tightened, if the 
AQHA racing committee’s recommenda- 
tions are followed. As in fruit grading, 
where a “large” orange is fairly small, a 
grade A Quarter Horse isn’t much good. 
The registry service of the AQHA has 
one requirement which might be found 
useful among Thoroughbred ° breeders. 
When A transfers to B the ownership of 
a horse. A mails the registration certifi- 
cate to the association offices at Amarillo, 
Texas. The office records the transfer in 
its own books and on the certificate, and 
mails the certificate to the new owner. 
The $5 fee for this service adds to the 
association’s revenue. Many a Thorough- 
bred breeder. at registration time. has 
wished that his certificate would show 
such a complete history of ownership. 
Thoroughbreds which have speed and 
tend toward the Quarter Horse type are 
likely to find a ready market in the west- 
ern cattle country. The Porter, Rose- 
mont, Ariel. Roman — these were among 
the examples given by Don Flint. publish- 
er of the Western Horseman at Colorado 
Springs. as horses for which the short- 
horse man would give his eye-teeth. Usual- 
ly he doesn’t have enough eye-teeth to 
deal for such as these. but a little lower 
down the scale he buys many Thorough- 
breds of similar strength and conforma- 
tion. Flint is convinced that Thorough- 


bred breeders would do well to give closer

Crowfoot Destroyed 


Crowfoot, a 17-year-old horse by Blue 
Larkspur—* Ann Earn, by Bridge of Earn, 
broke his right hind leg on September 13 
at James D. Norris’ Spring Hill Farm, 
Paris. Ky.. and had to be destroyed. He 
had been standing at Spring Hill since his 
retirement to stud in 1942, 


Winner of 3 races at 3. Crowfoot com- 
piled an outstanding record in the stud, 
although he never was bred to more than 
6 mares in one year. He sired 2 $100.- 
000 winners for Norris. Jamie K. and Nell 
K.. and also the stakes winner Dr. Stanley. 
His cumulative average earnings sire index 
was 2.70 through 1954, which placed him 
among the top 2 per cent of American 
sires. 

Two other stallions, Grey Wing, a 16- 
year-old horse by Halcyon, and Gangway. 
a 10-year-old horse by Gallant Fox, still 
are standing at Spring Hill, which Norris 
recently announced was for sale.

When racing secretary Frank E. Kilroe assigned 
Saratoga 129 pounds—7 to 19 pounds more than 
any other starter—for the Discovery Handicap, 
trainer Frank Bonsal said he thought the assign- 
ment was high, but he entered the colt because 
“he needs a race.” The bettors made him and 
Westward Ho, also trained by Bonsal, favorite at 
85-100; Power, the second choice, was 4-1. 

Racing Fool set the early pace, with Power 
second. Leaving the backstretch, Saratoga appear- 
ed ready to challenge the leaders when he suddenly 
faltered and quit. After Saratoga dropped back. 
Westward Ho took up the attack, Within half a 
length of Racing Fool at the eighth-pole, he took 
the lead with slightly more than a sixteenth to go. 
Illusionist passed Power and Racing Fool in the 
last 50 yards, but he could not catch the winner. 
Saratoga, pulled up in the stretch, had fractured 
a bone in his right hind leg. (Additional details 
in The Week’s Racing). 

The Discovery was Westward Ho's second stakes 
win this year. He had won the Kent Stakes at 
Delaware Park on June 4, and had finished third 
in the Governor’s Gold Cup and the Lamplighter 
Handicap. 

Bred and owned by Maryland attorney Breckin- 
ridge Long, Westward Ho is the first foal of the 
stakes winner Loraine. The second dam is Nasea, 
winner of the Spinaway and Schuylerville Stakes 
in 1940 and the dam of Big Hf. Pedigree and 
family particulars were given in The Blood-Horse 
of June 11, page 1240.

One of the best of Col. E. R. Bradley’s many 
good mares was *La Troienne, which produced 
14 foals, 11 of which showed good class on the 
track or in the stud. One of these was Big 
Hurry, a Black Toney filly which won the 1938 
Selima Stakes. Retired to stud in 1940, Big Hurry 
produced 5 foals, including the stakes winners 
Be Fearless and Bridal Flower, before Bradley 
died in 1945. The Idle Hour stock was sold to 
a syndicate, which then divided the purchase.

She scored an easy 2-length 
victory in the 6-furlong Prix Morny at 
Deauville August 21, despite the dis- 
advantage of having to start from the 
stands side of the course, which, because 
of the drought, was about 3 lengths slow- 
er than the rails side. Second. on the 
rails, was Verrieres. Midget was a good 
third. followed by Todrai, Montaval. and 
the winner’s stablemate Janiari (Djebel—

Guineas and St. Leger winner Herring- 
bone. After a second and 2 easy wins 
she was beaten a head by Weeber in the 
Queen Mary Stakes at Ascot. She head- 
ed Palariva in the Molecomb Stakes, but 
was disqualified, then gave Palariva a 2- 
lengths beating in the Lowther Sweep- 
stakes at York August 24, with Weeber 
third. 

The Aga Khan’s Parariva (Palestine— 
*Rivaz, by Nearco) is out of a high-class 
sister to *Nasrullah. She won a small 
race in France and the Great Surrey Foal 
Stakes at Epsom, was second to Rustom 
in the National Breeders’ Produce Stakes, 
easily won the Chesham Stakes at Ascot, 
took the Molecomb Stakes, thanks to the 
disqualification of La Fresnes, and was 
well beaten by the latter in Lowther Sweep- 
stakes. 

Rocks (Rockefella—Idle Curios- 
ity, by Bois Roussel) won 2 of his first 
5 starts, including the Woodcote Stakes 
at Epsom in May, and won the 6-furlong 
Gimcrack Stakes at York August 25, 
beating Fiere a short head. The other 2 
runners, Gratitude and Ratification, dead- 
heated for third, 3 lengths back. 

Vico (Vilmorin—Thomasina, by Fel- 
stead) has won 5 small races and finished 
third in the National Breeders’ Produce 
Stakes. 

Weeser (Panorama—Amy Leigh, by 
Bobsleigh) ran her best races in winning 
the Kingsclere Stakes at Newbury and 
the Queen Mary Stakes at Ascot. 

Gratitude (Golden Cloud—Verdura, by 
Court Martial) was born to be a sprinter. 
He finished second to Edmundo in the 
July Stakes, easily won the New Stakes 
at Ascot in July, and shared third (and 
last) place in the Gimcrack. 

RatiFication (Court Martial—Solesa, 
by Solario) is a grandson of the One 
Thousand Guineas winner Mesa. He won 
his first 2 races, beating Idle Rocks in 
the second, was third in the Sandown Park 
Stud Produce Stakes and Woodcote Stakes, 
won at Lingfield, then got 2 important 
victories in the Coventry Stakes at Ascot 
and Richmond Stakes at Goodwood, be- 
fore his dead heat for third in the Gim- 
crack. 

The Gimerack result, in which Idle 
Rocks beat the Robert Papin winner a 
short head, suggests that French and 
English 2-year-olds are near the same 
level, but the French youngsters appear 
backward in comparison with the more 
precocious English runners. 


Conclusion at Deauville 


The good 3-year-old Tropique (Fonte- 
nay—Aurore Boreale, by Brantome) led 
all the way in the 114-mile Prix de la 
Cote Normande at Deauville August 20, 
won easily from Shikar, Bryn, and others. 

The 3-year-old filly Agace (Fine Lad— 
Aganippe, by Mieuxce), unfortunate 
second in the Grand Prix de Vichy, easily 
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took the 114-mile Prix de Pomone 4 days 
later, with the pace-making Mahina 
second. 

In the Prix du Casino, 114 miles, on 
August 28, the English filly Aleutian 
(Alycidon—Rona, by Epigram) made all 
the running and won by 2 lengths from 
Clarion filly Cassilda, winner of the Prix 
de Minerve. Martine, third in the Eclipse 
Stakes, finished only fifth. 

The Grand Handicap de Deauville, one 
mile, went to the good 5-year-old Greuze 
(Clarion—Gravure, by Pampeiro), the 
Grand Handicap de la Manche, 21 miles, 
to the 4-year-old Fil Rouge (Rouge et 
Noir—Fille du Vent II, by Banstar). 

The 114-mile Prix George Courtois drew 
leading gentlemen riders from 7 countries. 
England’s Peter Townsend (who had been 
almest smothered by women fans) and 
Prince Aly Khan dueled through the first 
half and disappeared. France’s P. N. 
Delahoutre, cool and skillful, won on the 
second favorite, Sidano, a 7-year-old by 
Majano. Best foreign rider at the finish 
was Poland’s J. Ciechanowski, fifth. 

The 154-mile Grand Prix de Deauville, 
under allowance conditions, had a field 
something less than brilliant. It was won 
easily by the 6-year-old handicap mare 
Rosa Bonheur (Kerlor—Passiflore III, by 
Gaurisankar, with Rothschild colts Beignet 
and Palissy second and_ third. Best 
performance was that of Prince Aly Khan. 
who bought the mare for 1,800,000 francs 
the day before her victory, which was 
worth 6,000,000 francs. JEAN ROMANET 


Meld's Third Classic 
Lady Zia Wernher’s Meld, winner of 


the One Thousand Guineas and Oaks. was 
odds-on favorite for the St. Leger at Don- 
caster September 7, and won by three- 
quarters of a length from Miss Dorothy 
Paget’s Nucleus, with Georges Wilden- 
stein’s Beau Prince third, 3 lengths farther 
back. It was the first time a flily had 
completed such a triple since Pretty Polly 
in 1904. The victory gave Meld the highest 
one-year earnings ever gained by a filly 
in England, and virtually assured Alycidon 
of leading honors as a sire. 

Lester Piggott claimed foul against the 
winner, on the grounds that she had 
crossed in front of Nucleus in the straight, 
but stewards quickly confirmed the result. 
A coughing epidemic reduced the St. Leger 
field to 8 runners, smallest in 20 years.
